Although 
seed of these hybrids are still in 
short supplv small amounts can 
be obtained for testing purposes 
and by next year there should be 
adequate supply of the best cer¬ 
tified seed available. 

New Enterprises—Farmers all 
over Kentucky are looking for 
new enterprises to profitably oc¬ 
cupy the time and land made idle 
by reduced tobacco, com and 
wheat crops. 

One opportunity that looks 
promising, for those with the in¬ 
clination for such specialties, is 
the growing of vegetables under 
j plastics. The use of this inexpen¬ 
sive material for vegetable pro¬ 
duction was developed by Dr. E. 
M. Emmert, of the University of 
Kentucky, and has been used suc¬ 
cessfully in many states. It can 
be used either as a covering for 
green houses or as a ground cov¬ 
er for new crops . 

Growing vegetables in plastic 
green houses seems to have many 
advantages. The houses are cheap 
to contsruct and maintain (a com¬ 
mercial operation can be started 
for less than $1,000,000); only a 
small area of land is needed, and 
it can be quickly brought to the 
highest state of fertility; the crops 
are not dependent upon the va¬ 
garies of the weather; and full 
winter-time employment is pro¬ 
vided. They also may be used to 
produce early plants for fteld 
setting, thus aiding in growing 
vegetables for the early market. 
Vegetables grown in plastic green 
houses are very productive and of 
excellent quality, and since they 
go to the market at off-peak sea¬ 
sons, they usually sell at high 
prices. 

Kentucky farmers need to par¬ 
ticipate, in some way, in the tre¬ 
mendous task of supplying fresh 
vegetables to a rapidly expanding 
population. Who knows but what 
plastic green houses will be the 
answer—they are at least worth 
a trial.

Tl\e Pieratt family history giv- [ 
en by the late James W. Davis 
was very fine and interesting. 1 
am going to clarify the part of it. 
that Mr. Davis addmitted that he j 
did not fully understand. 

In the paragraph where he 
said, “Let me digress and go back 
to young Pieratt who was a Con¬ 
federate soldier and lost his life 
in the small battle known as Ivy 
Mountain. I will call him 'Jeff, 
though that may be incorrect. 

I can clarify. 

The “Jeff" of whom he wrote 1 
was my grandfather, John Pieratt. ] 
Jr. He married Margaret Carter, 
daughter of Joseph Carter, Jr., j 
Jan. 5, 1851. His father, as Mr. 
Davis states, was John Pieratt, 
Sr. (the non-religious one). John 
Sr. Married Annie Maxey and 
settled around the 1800's at Gras¬ 
sy Creek. His father was Reuben 
Volentine Pieratt (of whom Wil¬ 
liam W. Quicksall wrote). He 
came to America from France 
and married Elizabeth Ayre in 
1792, of Pennsylvania. Reuben 
Volentine was with Lafayette and 
fought in the Revolution—they 
were at Yorktown when Corn¬ 
wallis surrendered. 

Coming back to John Pieratt, 
Jr., or the old-timers will re¬ 
member him as “Little John” 
(which was preferred to Junior 
in those days) and who was killed 
in the battle at Ivy Mountain, 
left five small children. Asa, the 
oldest, was nine years old. Asa 
became a school teacher; he mar¬ 
ried Jocie Burns. They moved 
to Bluefield, Va., where he was 
a merchant until his death. I 
remember hearing them say that 
Reverends Willis Lykins and W. 
L. Gevedon (Dr. Gevedon) rode 
horseback from Grassy Creek to 
Bluefield, Va. to attend his fune¬ 
ral. Asa’s children were John, 
Margaret, Ada, Katherine, Mar¬ 
tha and Frances. 

The “Little Volentine" men¬ 
tioned by Mr. Davis, Was County 
Court Clerk. He married Lula 
Kendall. Their one daughter was 
named Valentine, too, for her

She 
married a Hopkins and lived in 
Mi. Sterling until her death about 
four years ago. Little Volentine 
was buried at Grassy Lick by his 
mother, Margaret Carter Pieratt. 

The oldest daughter, Maryanne. 
married Rev. Willis Lykins. They 
resided on Grassy Creek. Their 
children were John M. (deceased) 
who married Nannie Gevedon. 
Asa, and Della (Mrs. E. J. Lykins) 
both of whom now live in Ohio. 

Frances Elizabeth married Dr. 
J. D. Killgore. They were my 
parents. My sister, Katherine, 
married A. B. McKinney, a mer¬ 
chant in Morehead, Ky. (Mr. Mc¬ 
Kinney passed away six years 
ago). She has one son. Dr. Joe, 
who livis in Maysville, and one 
daughter, Frances Elizabeth, mar¬ 
ried to Mayor William H. Layne 
of Morehead. I married Dr. M. 
B. McClure. To this union were 
born two daughters, Nannie Fran¬ 
ces, who died in infancy, and 
Katherine (Mrs. Ova Amyx). 
After Dr. McClure’s death, I 
married to George Stewart. 

The youngest child of Little 
John Pieratt and Margaret Car¬ 
ter Pieratt was Martha. She 
married Rev. T. H. Testerman. 
Their two sons, Willie and Mon¬ 
roe, both moved to Florida where 
they married and lived until 
their death. The oldest daughter, 
Margaret, married Willie ''Geve¬ 
don. She died in about a year 
after their son, Evert, of Gevedon 
Realty Co. in Ashland, was born. 
Ada Married J. H. Lykins. They 
now reside in Ohio. 

Many of you readers will re¬ 
member that my father died 
when my sister and I were six 
and four years of age. My mother 
took us to live with Aunt Mary¬ 
anne and Uncle Willis Lykins. We 
were reared in their home with 
Johnie, Asa and Della. 

For many years the coat Little 
John wore on the day he was 
killed in battle at Ivy Mountain 
was kept at Uncle Willis Lykins. 
I can’t recall whatever became 
of it. However, he was buried 
at the scene of battle. I remem¬ 
ber hearing grandmother Mar¬ 
garet tell how it grieved her 
when his body was too decom¬ 
posed to bring home when she 
sent for it in a wagon. By the 
time the news got here of his 
death, and a wagon reached 
there it was simply too late. 

John Pieratt, Sr., and Annie 
Maxey Pieratt owned what is 
now called the Cortis Stacy farm, 
the Monroe Wheeler farm and the 
Cummings Fugate farm and my 
small farm. They are buried in 
sight of my home. They had two 
slaves. Mart and France, who are 
also buried there. The slaves al¬ 
ways said “Marse has a pot of gold 
buried around here somewhere." 
(However there was never any 
found—or looked for that I ever 
heard of). 

I wish Mr. Davis could know 
how I apreciate his having writ¬ 
ten the Pieratt history. So mar.y 
of the older ones are passing 
away that the memory of the 
Pieratt family begins to dim.
